1. Short title, application and commencement; 

1.1. These Regulations may be called the University Grants Commission (Minimum Standards oflnstruction for 
the Grant of the First Degree through Formal Education) Regulations (First Amendment), 2007. 

1.2. These shall apply to all universities established or incorporated by or under a Central Act, a Provincial Act, 
or a State/Union Territory Act, and all institutions recognized by or affiliated to such Universities and all 
institutions deemed to be universities under Section 3 of the UGC Act, 1956.

3. Assignments 

(1) The methods of evaluation for each course/programme involving the combination ofone or more components 
mentioned in Clause 2 above, including the relative weightage to be assigned to each of those components, shall be 
prescribed by the Academic Council on the recommendation of the Board of the concerned School of Studies. 

(2) A student pursuing a programme of study shall be required to submit only one assignment for each course 
in all programmes, wherever applicable. 

(3) The assignment may be either marked by tutors/counsellors or by computer (multiple choice type). The 
instructions to candidates about the nature and type of assignment and the schedule for its submission shall be 
prescribed in the relevant programme guide and/or in the course itself.
